$241,000 FOR 
PUBLIC SERVICE 
TO MIGRANTS 


HANFORD — Kings County 
Community Action organization 
is taking part in a ten-county 
program to bring public services 
to seasonal and migrant 
farmworkers and their families.

FARM FRONT 


VISALIA — There's action on 
the Tulare county farm front, 
what with a strong hint of spring 
in the air. This is the way 
Agricultural Commissioner 
Clyde R.. Churchill saw the 
situation during the week ending 
February 28: 

Most grain crops coming 
along in good shape; herbicide 
work underway for broadleaf 
weed control; some fields are 
being irrigated. 

Land is being prepared for 
cotton, milo, corn, and beans; 
some sugar beets are up and 
showing good growth. 

Almonds and_ early-variety 
plums are beginning to bloom; 
grape vineyard pruning is almost 
completed; dormant spraying for 
mealybug control is still going 
on. 

Domestic and export 
shipment of Navel oranges is 
continuing at moderate to heavy 
volume with good fruit quality; 
considerable fruit is being 
eliminated because of interior 
and exterior frost damage. 

Avocado trees are showing 
less frost damage than was first 
anticipated. 

Some frost damage to 
tomatoes has been reported in 
southern Tulare county; 
plantings of tomatoes and 
squash has reached a peak and a 
few acres of peas are up and 
showing good growth. 

Although recent rains and 
warmer weather has helped to 
improve range conditions, more 
moisture is needed to assure 
good grass conditions for the 
year.

VISALIA — Tulare County 
Assessor Carroll E. Cannon has 
announced that annual property 
statements, new homeowner, 
other exemption forms, and 
notices are now being mailed by 
his office to thousands of Tulare 
County property owners.

Survey Of Goods And Services 
Used By Farmers Getting Underway 


SACRAMENTO — Quantity 
and variety of goods and services 
farmers buy to produce the 
nation’s livestock and crops will 
be the focus of an upcoming 
U.S. Department of Agriculture 
survey. 

“Beginning in March, a cross 
section of American farmers, 
including many in California, 
will be asked about their 
expenditures for fuel, fertilizer, 
feed, seed, livestock, interest, 
taxes, cash wages and repairs,” 
says W. Ward Henderson, 
statistician in charge of the 
California Crop and Livestock 
Reporting service. Farmers spent 
about $75 billion for production 
inputs in 1974, up nearly 16 
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percent from the previous year. 

The survey will help measure 
the kinds and amounts of these 
farm expenditures, and provide 
information used to update the 
USDA Index of Prices Paid by 
Farmers. The Index, along with 
other data, are important keys 
to developing responsive 
agricultural programs for the 
nation’s farmers. 

Henderson said, ‘‘Farm 
expenditure information needs 
to be current if we are going to 
provide reliable data to 
agricultural policy makers.” He 
emphasized that all survey 
information collected during the 
personal interviews will be kept 
confidential, and only state and 
national summaries will be 
issued.

Raisin Sales 
Break Records 


KINGSBURG — Sales and net 
proceeds available for 
distribution to members of 
Sun-Maid Raisin Growers of 
California for the first six 
months ofthe fiscal year 
1974-75 followed recent trends 
and broke all previous records, 
‘according to Frank R. Light, 
president of the 1,800 member 
cooperative. 

Sales for the six months, 
ending January, 31, amounted 
to $46.2 million, up 18 percent 
from the same period a year 
earlier. 

Net proceeds allocable to 
members for the six month 
period just ended were $32.2 
million, compared to $29.9 
million for the prior year period. 
In an interim report distributed 
to its members, Sun-Maid noted 
that during this six month 
period it enjoyed favorable sales 
activity in all market outlets for 
the first. time since the 
devastating 1972 frost struck the 
raisin industry. 

Citing a pessimistic customer 
attitude generated as a result of 
the present economic situation 
caused by the double pronged 
adverse effect of continued 
inflation with recession, Light 
stated that he did not expect the 
favorable experiences of the first 
two quarters ofthe fiscal year to 
extend into the balance of 1975. 

“Forecasts from a_ practical 
standpoint are impossible,. but it 
is clear that the economic 
outlook for raisins and other 
specialty products is not too 
promising,” he said. 


Legislation 
Would Exempt 
Silage From Cover 


SACRAMENTO — 
Assemblyman Gordon Duffy has 
introduced legislation to exempt 
green chopped silage from being 
tarped or covered while being 
transported on public roads. 

“Covering the load takes time 
which is an added cost to the 
already financially distressed end 
user, the dairy industry,” Duffy 
said, explaining that small pieces 
of silage blown off a truck, 
whether it be corn or grain, dry 


up and disintegrate quite 
rapidly. 
The bill; AB 812, which 


carries an urgency clause, was 
introduced at the request of 
local agricultural interests. 
Under the present law only clear 
water and feathers from live 
birds are exempted. 

Duffy cautioned that until his 
bill is approved silage haulers 
must comply with the current

COMPOSTING 


BELTSVILLE — An aeration 
method of composting raw 
sewage sludge that reduces 
offensive odors and eliminates 
disease-causing organisms has 
been developed by U.S. 
department of agriculture 
Scientists in cooperation with 
the Maryland Environmental 
service, and the District of 
Columbia Department of 
Environmental services. 
Controlled aeration of the sludge 
is the key, with air pulled 
through a pile of sludge from 
beneath to bring interior 
temperatures up from a 
minimum of 130 degrees 
Fahrenheit to as high as 185 
degrees.

Kite Flying 
Is Fun...But 
Be Careful 


PORTERVILLE — Windy 
spring days, just right for kite 
flying, mean plenty of fun for 
both youngsters and adults - if a 
few safety precautions are taken, 
Southern California Edison 
company officials suggests. 

The electric utility is 
distributing several hundred 
thousand “Kite Fun Books” 
describing safety rules as well as 
tips on how to make kites. The 
kite books are being distributed 
to school youngsters throughout 
Edison’s service territory. 

Again this year, Edison is 
reminding kite buffs never to fly 
any kite that is made with 
metallic material, A company 
spokesman said a new long kite 
introduced last year is covered 
with an aluminum coating 
making it highly dangerous if it 
comes into contact with electric 
lines. 

The key safety rule suggested 
in the booklet is that people 
never fly kites near electric 
power lines or during stormy 
weather. 

Other safety suggestions are: 
1. Don’t cross streets or 
highways while flying kites; 2 
Don’t fly a kite with metal in 
the frame or tail; 3. Don’t use 
tinsel, wire or twine with metal 
in it; 4. Don’t fly a kite over TV 
or radio antennas; and 5. Don’t 
attempt to free a kite if it gets 
tangled in electric wires.
